The woman came here from Pensacola (her story) on 
the 3d instant, and claims that she contracted the disease from her 
brother, who " died of black measles, or consumption, about two weeks 
ago." 

A case of modified smallpox was discovered in a colored man about 
June 5 (while I was absent), which was sent to the pesthouse and has 
recovered. 

The Mobile and Mobile County record now stands, 8 cases : 2 died, 5 
recovered, and 1 remaining.
